Ho did nol quietly abide by Ihis, but called 
the decision of Iho referees In question, be- 
cause of An error In placing of ono word, so 
tho decision was given again,this time clear- 
ly debarring him from beach, marsh, and 
pond, And nl n meeting of tho froemon 
hohlcn, Oct. S, 17S7, the lown appointed n 
committee to support Ihis right in any way 
they should judge fit.

The president, after n few general remarks 


upon tho subject of the paper, SAid he 
should be pleased lohoar from others upon 
the subject, and nt bis request tha Hon. 
William P. Sheffield, of Nowporl, addressed 
the meeting briefly upon (ho subject of tho 
ripurinn rights of the pcople,and moro espec- 
ially of those of Iho is!«ml of Rhode Is- 
land. 03 distinguished from tho wholo stnto, 
as Ihey wcro first defined in tho charter of 
tho colony, and subsequently in tho coo- 
Elilr.tion of the stale. Mr. Sheffield showed 
that while somo prominent civil and legal 
citizens of thn stafo had, in times p.iit, con- 
tended lhat tho right of tho cili«n lo have 
free access to the shore, over sriy man's 
innd, in any direction, tho weight of an- 
Ihorily showed that in exercising Ihcse 
riparian rights, which wcro equally vested 
in all, Ihey could hovo legal access lo the 
shores only by Iho regulars!recta or traveled 
ways, and were liable to action for Ircspass 
in goicg over privato grounds to reach 
Ihem. 


Dr. W. F. Channlng said there was n 


tradition Ihnt lire Indians, when Ihey sold 
their land] to original proprietors, In'lOjf>, 
reserved the right; of visiting tho shore lo 
catch fish', and inquire* If tbcro was' any 
record of this reservation In existence. , 


Mr. Sheffield said there wns no record of 


nny such reservation on tho part of tho 
Indians thai ho knew of, nnd Sir. /. Allen 
saM Ihnt none of the old deeds of tho 
original mks of nny of tho shorn lands dis- 
posed of by Ibe Indians lo Iho original set- 
tlers contained any reservation of shoro 
rights, but conveyed all right, lillo and in-

Consolidated Virginia and California Miniug 
Compeoiei, who ha?o announced their de- 
Urmination to send a speeimoa ol the pro- 
duct of thaw mines to tha centennial for ex- 
hibition. They have under consideration a 
plan to eihibit the product of one month's 
yield of gold and silver from their mine a, 
which it ia eipectod can be made to reach 
$10,000,000, made up in 0500 silver bricks, 
weighing ISO ton?, and will require fifteen 
can for transportation. 
It is statcd.'ihal 


the plaa will be carried out if arrangements 
can be mode with the government to pur- 
chat* the bullion. This will bo a chance to 
get rid of gold and silver bnllion for 
bond* of tha government, which, with tho 
discount on Kilrer bullion, wonld leave a 
handaome profit to the Comslock lode. 
If 


the bonanza kings could produce $10,000,- 
000 of iilrer in one month, it would Ute all 
tha> mills in Nevada to reduce the. ore, even 
if tha ore could ba raised from the mines. 
They can do big things in California, raise 
big potatoes, squashes and big trees, but to 
talk of $10,000,000 of silver in one month is 
ovaratepping tho mark. The whole matter of 
$5,000,000 in one month or $10,000,000 in 
two months or more depend.1 on tho disposi- 
tion of tha government to purchase this 
bullion for gold or bondj and place the tame 
oa eipoeition at the centennial in June or 
July. It in a big thing to think of, bat a 
grander scheme to carry it out and get rid 
of that amount of silver bullion at par.
